To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee . 
Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Ninth  Annual 
Beport  on  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough. 
The  most  noteworthy  features  of  the  report  are  the  very  low 
death-rate,  the  substantial  increase  in  the  birth-rate  compared 
with  the  previous  three  years,  the  lower  rate  of  infant 
mortality  than  in  previous  years,  and  decreased  prevalence 
of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases. 
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Population. 

By  the  addition  of  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  for 
the  twelve  months  ending  30th  June,  1908,  to  the  estimated 
population  on  the  30th  June,  1907,  the  population  of  the 
Borough  may  be  estimated  as  34,459  on  the  former  date. 

All  statistics  in  this  report  are  based  on  this  estimate  of 
the  population. 

The  area  of  the  Borough  is  3,072  acres,  and  the  density 
of  the  population  is  11*2  per  acre. 

Births. 

The  district  Registrars  report  827  births  during  the  year, 
of  which  405  were  males  and  422  females,  equal  to  a birth- 
rate of  23*99  per  1000.  This  is  2*10  per  1000  higher  than 
1907,  and  1*06  lower  than  the  average  of  the  past  ten  years. 

Illegitimate  Births. 

Fifteen  illegitimate  births  have  been  registered,  12  of 
which  occurred  in  Hyde,  and  three  in  Newton.

Deaths. 

During  the  year  494  deaths  have  been  registered  in  the 
Borough.  Thirty-three  persons  belonging  to  Hyde  died  in 
Hospitals  in  Manchester  and  Stockport,  whilst  ten  persons 
belonging  to  other  districts  died  in  Hyde  Isolation  Hospitals, 
so  that  the  net  deaths  belonging  to  this  district  were  517, 
which  is  equivalent  to  a death-rate  of  15  per  1000  for  the 
year.  This  is  the  lowest  death-rate  recorded,  being  1*27 
lower  than  last  year,  and  2-37  lower  than  the  average  of  the 
previous  ten  years. 

The  greatest  number  of  deaths  was  caused  by  heart 
diseases,  bronchitis,  wasting  diseases  and  convulsions  in 
children,  pneumonia,  and  phthisis,  in  the  order  named.

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Infant  Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age 
was  14.0,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  169*3  per  1000 
births.  Compared  with  1907  the  number  of  deaths  is  more 
by  13,  and  with  the  average  of  the  previous  ten  years  it  is 
23  less.  The  average  rate  of  infant  mortality  for  ten  years, 
1893-1908  is  194*9.

A Ladies’  Health  Society  has  been  formed,  and  has  been 
at  work  during  the  last  few  months  of  the  year.  Each  lady 
has  assigned  to  her  a district  in  which  she  visits  every  house 
where  a baby  is  known  to  be  born,  and  gives  friendly  advice 
on  the  care,  feeding,  and  management  of  infants.  A leaflet 
on  the  care  and  feeding  of  infants,  prepared  by  Dr.  Vacher, 
M.O.H.  for  Cheshire,  has  been  supplied  to  the  Society  by  the 
Sanitary  Committee  for  distribution  amongst  the  mothers. 

Zymotic  Diseases. 

The  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases  caused  39  deaths 
during  the  year,  viz.  : — Diarhoea,  14 ; Scarlet  Fever,  8 ; 
Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup,  6 ; Measles,  5 ; Whoop- 
ing Cough,  3 ; and  Enteric  Fever,  3.  This  is  equal  to  a 
death-rate  of  ITS  per  1000  of  the  population  compared  with 
T49  in  1907  and  1*67  in  1906.

No  cases  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year. 


Diarrhoea. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  was  14,  giving  a 
death-rate  from  this  cause  of  -40  per  1000  of  the  population. 
Twelve  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  one  year 
old,  and  two  between  the  ages  of  25  and  65.  Compared 
with  1907  there  is  an  increase  of  8 in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  this  disease. 

Measles. 

Five  deaths  were  registered  from  Measles,  giving  a 
death-rate  from  this  cause  of  -14  per  1000.  Three  occurred 
in  Hyde  and  two  in  Newton. 
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Whooping  Cough. 

Three  deaths  were  registered  from  this  disease,  equal  to 
a death-rate  of  -08  per  1000  of  the  population,  compared  with 
eleven  deaths  and  a death-rate  of  -32  in  1907. 

Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act. 

This  Act  came  into  force  in  the  Borough  on  1st  March, 

1890. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  notifications  of 
each  disease  received  during  each  month  of  the  year  under 
the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  : — 
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When  compared  with  1907,  the  above  table  shows  a 
decrease  of  107  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  five  cases  of  Enteric 
Fever,  and  9 cases  of  Erysipelas,  whilst  there  is  an  increase 
of  one  case  of  Diphtheria.

Method  of  Dealing  with  Infectious  Cases. 

On  receipt  of  a notification,  the  house  is  immediately 
visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Enquiries  are  made  as  to 
the  origin  of  infection,  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises, 
and  the  means  available  for  isolation  at  home.  When 
isolation  al  home  is  impossible  or  undesirable,  the  case  is 
removed  to  Hospital,  and  the  house  and  contents  immediately 
disinfected.  When  isolation  is  carried  out  at  home,  the 
house  is  disinfected  as  soon  as  the  medical  attendant 
certifies  that  the  patient  is  free  from  infection.  School 
children  from  infected  houses  are  not  allowed  to  attend 
school  until  after  the  lapse  of  the  incubation  period,  when 
removal  to  hospital  has  taken  place,  or  until  after  the 
recovery  of  the  patient  when  isolation  has  been  carried  out 
at  home. 

The  Librarian  of  the  Free  Library  is  notified  daily  of  all 
infected  houses.

Scarlet  Fever. 

Eight  deaths  were  registered  from  Scarlet  Fever  belong- 
ing to  the  Borough.  This  disease  was  most  prevalent  during 
the  first  three  months  of  the  year,  over  half  the  total  number 
of  cases  arising  during  those  months.  Of  the  168  cases 
reported  146  or  86  9 per  cent  were  removed  to  Hospital. 
The  death-rate  from  this  cause  was  ’83  per  1000. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Three  deaths  resulted  from  Enteric  Fever  during  the 
year,  giving  a death-rate  from  this  cause  of  -08  per  1000. 
No  cases  were  traced  to  contaminated  water  or  milk  supply. 
Of  the  nineteen  cases  reported,  twelve  were  treated  in 
Hospital.  Pails  with  air-tight  covers  for  the  reception  and 
removal  of  Typhoid  excreta,  are  supplied  to  houses  which 
are  not  on  the  water-carriage  system.  Disinfectants  are 
supplied  to  every  case  free  of  charge. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. 

Six  deaths  were  recorded  from  this  cause  during  the 
year,  giving  a death-rate  of  T7  per  1000  of  the  population. 
Of  the  fourteen  cases  reported  four  were  isolated  in  Hospital. 
Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  of  cost  by  the  Corporation  for  use 
in  the  Borough. 
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Phthisis  and  other  Tuberculous  Diseases. 

During  the  year  there  were  thirty-five  deaths  from 
Phthisis,  and  seven  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculous  Disease. 
The  Phthisis  death-rate  is  equal  to  1*02,  and  that  from  other 
forms  of  Tuberculous  Disease  is  -20  per  1000  of  the  population. 
Six  cases  of  Phthisis  have  been  voluntarily  notified.  In  each 
case  the  house  has  been  visited,  and  a copy  of  the  leaflet 
printed  below  given  to  the  occupier. 


INSTRUCTIONS  TO  PERSONS  SUFFERING 
FROM  CONSUMPTION. 

Consumption  is  an  Infectious  Disease  which  is  communicated  in  the 
following  way : — 

The  infection  is  contained  in  the  spit,  or  expectoration,  of  a patient 
suffering  from  the  disease.  The  expectoration  is  deposited  on  floors, 
walls,  clothes,  handkerchiefs,  etc.,  where  it  dries  and  gets  mixed  with 
dust,  and  is  blown  about  in  the  air.  This  infected  dust  is  inhaled  by 
healthy  persons,  and  produces  Consumption  in  their  Lungs. 

The  following  precautions  should  therefore  be  taken  by  Persons 
suffering  from  Consumption,  to  prevent  the  infection  of  others. 

They  should  not  spit  on  the  floor  or  walls  of  any  living-room,  work- 
shop, railway  carriage,  or  in  any  place  where  people  assemble.  At  home 
they  should  spit  in  a piece  of  paper  or  rag,  and  immediately  throw  this 
into  the  fire.  A cup  containing  water  may  be  used,  which  should  be 
frequently  emptied  into  the  drains  outside  the  house,  and  before  being 
used  again  the  cup  should  be  thoroughly  cleansed  with  boiliug  water. 

When  away  from  home  a pocket  spittoon,  with  a tight  fitting  cover, 
should  be  used,  or  the  expectoration  deposited  in  pieces  of  tissue  paper, 
rolled  up  and  burned  before  the  spit  becomes  dry. 

All  eating  utensils  should  be  thoroughly  washed  in  boiling  water  before 
being  used  by  another  person. 

Persons  suffering  from  Consumption  should  not  kiss  on  the  lips. 
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Rooms  occupied  by  consumptive  persons  should  be  kept  throughly 
clean,  and  as  much  fresh  air  and  light  admitted  to  them  as  possible. 

Clothes  soiled  with  expectoration  should  be  washed  aud  boiled. 

As  soon  as  it  becomes  known  that  a person  is  suffering  from 
Consumption,  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  patient  should  be  thoroughly 
disinfected.  This  will  be  done  free  of  cost,  or,  if  the  householder  desires 
to  do  the  work  himself,  directions  will  be  given.  When  once  the  rooms 
have  been  thoroughly  disinfected  and  cleaned,  it  is  easy  to  keep  them  so 
by  washing  the  floors  frequently  with  soap  and  water,  and  dusting  them 
every  day  with  a wet  duster,  so  as  to  prevent  infectious  dust  being 
scattered  about  the  room. 

The  walls  of  a room  occupied  by  a consumptive  patient  should  be 
rubbed  down  with  dough  every  three  months. 

A consumptive  patient  and  his  clothes  should  be  kept  scrupulously 
cleau. 

The  commonest  conditions  which  render  persons  liable  to  contract 
Consumption  are  overcrowding,  damp  rooms,  want  of  fresh  air  and 
ventilation,  and  want  of  light,  therefore  all  these  conditions  should  be 
avoided  as  far  as  possible. 

A consumptive  person  leaving  a house  should  notify  the  fact  to  the 
Medical  Oflicer  of  Health,  so  that  it  may  be  disinfected  before  being 
occupied  by  another  tenant.

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Acute  Respiratory  Diseases. 

Ninety-three  deaths  were  attributable  to  acute  diseases 
of  the  lungs,  viz.  : — 58  to  Bronchitis,  34  to  Pneumonia,  and 
one  to  Pleurisy.  In  1907  the  deaths  from  these  diseases 
numbered  97,  and  in  1906  there  were  90.  The  death-rate 
from  this  cause  is  equal  to  2-3  per  1000.  Eighteen  of  these 
deaths  took  place  in  children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  32 
were  over  65  years  old.  Children  and  old  people  whose 
vitality  is  low,  either  from  insufficient  or  unsuitable  food,  or 
from  insanitary  or  over-crowded  dwellings,  suffer  severely 
from  these  diseases. 

Coroner’s  Inquests. 

Twenty-eight  deaths  formed  the  subject  of  investigation 
by  the  Coroner,  making  5- 4 of  the  total  deaths.

One  hundred  and  sixty-five  cases  of  infectious  diseases, 
belonging  to  the  Borough,  have  been  treated  in  the  Hyde 
Isolation  Hospital  during  the  year.  One  hundred  and  forty- 
six  of  these  were  Scarlet  Fever,  12  Enteric  Fever,  four 
Diphtheria,  two  Erysipelas,  and  one  Puerperal  Fever.

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Five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  five  of  Enteric  Fever 
from  outside  districts  died  in  the  Hospital  during  the  year. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  is  only  one  offensive  trade  carried  on  in  the 
Borough,  viz.,  Tripe  Boiler.  Seven  establishments  carry  on 
this  trade.  They  have  all  been  regularly  inspected  during 
the  year,  and  found  to  be  clean  and  kept  according  to  the 
bye-laws.  No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  as 
to  nuisances  arising  from  any  of  them. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order  came  into 
force  on  2nd  October,  1899.  There  are  51  persons 
registered  as  cowkeepers,  and  21  registered  milkshops  in  the 
Borough.  In  addition  to  official  visits,  the  whole  of  these 
were  visited  by  the  members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 
These  annual  visits  of  the  members  of  the  Corporation  are 
very  beneficial,  improvements  and  suggestions  made  at  or  after 
their  visits  being  generally  carried  out  promptly. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  25  registered  slaughter  houses,  all  of  which 
have  been  frequently  visited  and  inspected. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  three  common  lodging  houses,  which  provide 
accommodation  for  85  lodgers.  The  structural  arrangements 
of  these  houses  are  imperfect ; they  are  difficult  to  keep  clean, 
and  are  badly  ventilated. 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  the  reservoirs  of  the 
Manchester  Corporation,  situated  at  Woodhead.  The  supply 
is  abundant,  and  of  good  quality.  The  supply  for  trade 
purposes  is  obtained  from  the  reservoirs  of  the  Corporation, 
situated  at  Gee  Cross. 
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Sanction  has  been  obtained  from  the  Local  Government 
Board  to  borrow  £11,000  for  the  construction  of  two 
reservoirs  on  Werneth  Low,  so  that  the  higher  parts  of 
Newton  and  Gee  Cross  may  be  supplied  with  Manchester 
Corporation  water  The  laying  of  mains  has  been  com- 
menced, and  the  work  is  being  pushed  forward  as  quickly  as 
possible.  When  this  scheme  is  completed  the  whole  of  the 
Borough  will  have  a supply  obtained  from  Woodhead. 

Unsound  Meat. 

No  unsound  meat  was  discovered  exposed  for  sale  during 
the  year.  One  carcase  of  beef  was  voluntarily  reported  to 
the  Inspector,  and  on  inspection  it  was  found  to  be  affected 
by  Tuberculosis.  This  was  condemned  and  destroyed. 

Industries. 

The  chief  industries  are  cotton  manufacturing,  engineer- 
ing, boiler  making,  calico  printing,  hat  manufacturing, 
margarine  making,  indiarubber  works,  leather  dressing,  and 
printing. 

Adoptive  Acts. 

In  addition  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act 
before-metioned,  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act  has 
been  in  force  in  the  Borough  since  14th  April,  1891.

Refuse  Removal. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  a staff  of  men  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  J.  Shawcroft,  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  with  horses  and  carts  belonging  to  the  Corporation. 
The  dry  refuse  is  taken  to  tips  ; that  which  is  wet  or  offensive 
is  taken  to  the  destructor. 
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The  Inspector  reports  that  6,278  ashpits  have  been 
emptied,  also  36,011  ashbins  and  boxes  ; 9,133  loads  of  refuse 
have  been  taken  to  the  destructor  and  tips  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  acknowledge  the  support  given 
by  your  Committee  to  all  proposals  for  improving  the  health 
and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough.
